VITAL NECESSITY 

Should Japan suggest that the 
powers take direct steps to help 
China it would be based upon the 
vital necessity of relieving the 
Chinese people whose present lot 
is most miserable. ‘China is not 
meeting the interest on its loans, 
not paying the salaries of officials, 
teachers, police and soldiers and 
not keeping up public utilities. 
China is also unable to preserve 
order in the provinces, is unable 
to check, oppression by military 
chiets and is unable to guarantee 
the safety of lives and property 
of foreigners. 

Vast sections of the interior 
which the world helped through 
famine a year ago are again fac- 
ing a worse famine, wherein the) 
central and provincial govern. | 
ments are both unable and uni- 
ling to help. Thousands of miles 
are over run with bendits, againet 
whom the military chiefs refuse to 
take action, preferring to retain 
men and munitions for the appar- 
ently inevitable resumption of civil 
war in the spring. 

The foreign consortium refuses 
loans, while Chinese bankers de- 
cline to make further advances to 
the government, despite the inter- 
est and discount possibilities of 
30 or 10 per cent. Provincial 
militaristes not only are seizing 
taxes, but are seizing revenues 
pledged to meet foreign debts. 

PARLIAMENT DISRUPTED 

The Parliament which has been 
in seesion three months has been 
unable to elect speakers, the mem- 
bers openly holding out for bribes. 
There have been three premiers 
in three months. The Minister of 
Finance is charged with gigantic 
graft and forgery. 

Foreign missionaries numbering 
a dozen and foreign women and 
children have been kidnaped by 
bandits in the last few weeks and 
hundreds of others are threatened, 
which is the answer to demands 
for protection from the legations. 
Not the slightest heed is paid to 
these or other protests from other 


Peking ts so Involved in faction- 
al intrigues that many parts of the 
government practically are not 
functioning. 

The Japanese government real- 
izes the dilemma between ite inti- 
mate knowledge of the Chinese 
situation and the possible auepi- 
cion which will be created abroad 
should it take the lead in suggest- 
ing international relief action.How- 
ever, it probably will soon move 
to feel out the governments of the 
powers on the general question of 
possible action to be undertaken 
with frank co-operation and an 
open door, the first consideration 
being the relief of the suffering 
millions in China. 


SHOPCRAFTS CHARGE 
LOCKOUT EFFECTED 


REPLY TO FEDERAL BRIEF 
CHARGES ROADS TIE 
UP COMMERCE 


CHICAGO, Dec. 6.—Charges that 
the railroad shopmen’s strike on a 
number of roads which did not 
settle with the federgted shop 
crafts had resolved into a lockout 
were made in a reply brief fied to- 
day by counsel! for the shopcrafts 
in government's injunction 
eu 

The government's brief on the 
defendant's motion to dismiss the 
preliminary injunction was quoted 
as follows: 

“If railroad executives should 
combine in order to subdue their 
employees to terms arbitrarily de- 
termined by such executives, and 
plan to lock out the employees and 
thus stop the carriage of interstate 
commerce and the carriage of the 
mails, the United States would 
promptly enjoin them at the very 
beginning from carrying out such 
conspiracy.” 

The defendants’ reply brief then 
charges that such a lockout does 
exist and says: - 

“The amazing feature of this 
quotation is that the railroad exec- 
utives of the roads still in contro- 
versy with the shop craft em- 
ployees are doing precisely what is 
above described, in order te sub- 
due the employees to terms arbi- 
trerily determined by such execu- 
tives. They are locking out the em- 
ployees and interfering with the 
carriage of interstate commerce 
and the carriage of the mails 
which now exists as the result eof 
this lockout.”

the Minnesota occupation tex law 
of 1921 was begun in the Supreme 
Court today and will be concluded 
tomorrow. The cases have attract- 
ed wide attention because two- 
thirds of the iron ore mined in the 
United States and one-half of that 
consumed in this country is pro- 
duced in Minnesota. 

Asserting that the law which 
taxed all persons or corporations 
engaged in mining 6 per cent of the 
value of all ore produced after de- 
duction of the principal costs of 
mining was a restraint of interstate 
commerce, twenty-seven companies, 
comprising nearly all engaged in 
mining iron ore in Minnesota, 
joined in attacking the statute. 
They contended also that it was in- 
valid because it did not compl 
with the provision of the Minn 
Constitution requiring uniformity 
of taxes and was obnoxious under 
the Federal Constitution because it 
deprived those engaged in the in- 
dustry of the equal protection of 
the iowe guaranteed by the Four- 
teenth Amendment.

Chicago Homicides Double 
Those of New York 


Nine Millions Provided for

NEW YORK. Dec. 6.—There 
were more murders in 1921 than 
ever before, and the rate seemed 
to be increasing, according to sta- 
tlatics gathered by Dr. Frederick 
Il. Hoffman, consulting statistician 
of the Prudential Insurance Com- 
pany of America. Dr. Hoffman 
shows that the rate for twenty-eight 
of the largest cities of the country 
was 9.3 per 100,000, as compared 
with 8.5 in 1920. New York City 
had a record of 6.2. an increase 
of 1.2 over the preceding year. 

“The murder record of 1921 is 
the most appalling in the history 
of the twenty-eight cities for 
which the data at the present time 
are available, states Dr. Hoffman. 
“The record makes a glaring con- 
trast to the Sssurance of those 
who, in preprohibition times, as 
sured the country of the salutary 
effects of the suppression of the 
liquor traffic upon the rate of hom- 
icidal frequency.

more than 11.000,00 0. 
The treasury will offer for pub- 
lic subscription about 500,000,000 
of two and one-half-year 4% per 
cent treasury notes, dated Decem- 
ber 15. But in addition to this 
amount, the treasury offers to give 
notes in exchange for Victory 4 
cent bonds. There is about 
1,600,000,000 of these bonds out- 
standing, of which about $§700.- 
000,000, those bearing the dis- 
tinguishing letters A, B. C. D. E 
and F. have been called for re- 


The treasury also will offer 
about $400,000,000 in two series of 
certificates of indebtedness, both 
Gated December 15. One series 
runs for three months and bears 
3% per cent interest, while the 
other runs for one year and bears 
4 per cent. 

Some firming up in money rates 
is evidenced in the interest rates 
fixed on the new securities. In Sep- 
tember an issue of one year treas- 
ury certificates was put out bear- 
ing 3% per cent, while in August 
an issue of four-year treasury 
notes was put out bearing 4\% per 
cent.

INCOME TAX | 


Prior to November 13, 1922, it 


was the practice of the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue to ad- 
Vise taxpayers living east of the 


Mississippi River that they would 
be granted twenty days, and tax- 
payers living west of the Missis- 


‘aippi River thirty days, within 


which to present an appeal from 


a proposed assessment of additlon- 
al tax. After this time & thirty- 
day's notice was sent by registered 


mail to the giving a fur- 


ther period for appeal before the 


proposed additional tax was ac- 


tually entered upon the assessment 
list. 


That procedure has been changed 


by a recently issued Treasury de- 
cision, which does away with the 
first notice. In the ordinary course 
of events now thirty days is given 
the taxpayer for an appeal from 
the proposed assessment. The 


thirty-day period begins with the 
mailing and not with the receipt 


of the notice. The appeal must be 


on file in the office of the Commis- 


sioner of Internal Revenue, in 


Washington, within thirty-one days 
from the mailing of the notice. The 


appeal must be made under oath 
and must contain a statement that 
it is not taken for the purpose ot 
delaying the tax, and it must set 
forth fully the facts and grounds 
upon which the taxpayer relies in 
asserting the proposed assessment 
to be incorrect. 


A conference will be granted a 


taxpayer juet as formerly, except 
that such conference must, in any 
event, be held not less than five 
days after the expiration of the 
thirty-day period specified in the 
assessment letter. Requests for 
conferences must be made under 
‘leath and state the reasons for 
which they are requested 


No assessment is to be made be- 


tore notifying the taxpayer of his 
„right to appeal and show cause, 
um less the commissioner believes 


the collection of the tax would 
be jeopardized by the delay. In 
that event the law grants him the 


authority to make the assessment 


without giving any notice or with-
